Seed Oats Are Scarce 

Drouth And Early Front Has 
Menaced The Visible Supply 

F. W. Townley-Smith, of Lash- 
burn, national vice-president of the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association, 
was re-elected president of the Sas¬ 
katchewan branch of the association 
at the annual convention held at the 
University of Saskatchewan as 
growers learned that combined effects 
of drouth and early frost had seri¬ 
ously menaced the visible supply of 
seed oats. So severe was the harm 
done to crops last summer that ordin¬ 
ary seed might carry as many as 40 
wild oats to the pound and the as¬ 
sociation discussed the lowering of 
germination percentage required In 
registered seed. 

Unless some reduction was allowed 
In the germination percentage re¬ 
quired for registered oats, much of 
this high-grade seed might fail to 
make the grade and the pure seed 
touched by the frost fall into the 
common class, it was pointed out. 
Authorities have suggested lowering 
the required germination to 80 per 
cent, for No. 1, 75 per cent, for No. 
2, and 65 per cent, for No. 3, the 
same percentages as for commercial 
seed. The matter was left to the 
C.S.G.A. executive.

Canadian Boy Scoots Active 

Eighty Thousand Children Supplied 
With Christmas Toys 

Eighty thousand children were sup¬ 
plied with Christmas toys through a 
chain of 150 toy shops operated 
across Canada from coast to coast by 
Canadian Boy Scouts. Since their 
Inception eleven years ago Canadian 
Boy Scout toy shops have collected, 
repaired, repainted and distributed 
nearly two million toys to over half- 
a-million Canadian children. In many 
centres scarcity of old toys this past 
year caused the Scouts to try their 
hand at making new ones, and whole¬ 
sale quantities of new wagons, 
trucks, tractors, racers, doll bed¬ 
room sets and other toys to delight 
the childish heart were added to San¬ 
ta’s pack. 

Thousands of family parcels of 
toys were sent to settlers rehabilitat¬ 
ed in Ontario and Quebec by govern¬ 
ment and municipal back-to-the-land 
schemes, and to new homesteaders in 
Northern Saskatchewan. Heavy bulk 
shipments of toys were made by east¬ 
ern Scout toy shops to assist their 
brother Scouts in the West to carry 
on the good work. In addition, 
Scouts in the East distributed thous¬ 
ands of playthings among the chil¬ 
dren of their own districts who might 
otherwise have been overlooked. 

Toys were not the only medium for 
Scout good turns at Christmas. In 
several centres, mostly to the east¬ 
ern provinces, the boys conducted 
"relief barrel” campaigns. Large 
barrels were placed to grocery stores 
with signs inviting customers to pur¬ 
chase one extra article and place it 
in the barrel for distribution to the 
needy at Christmas. Thousands of 
hampers of food were provided in 
this manner. In one centre Boy 
Scouts sold apples on the streets and 
with the proceeds bought hampers 
for needy families. In another they 
sponsored a theatre matinee for chil¬ 
dren to which the price of admission 
was one article of canned food, and 
the receipts were used for Christmas 
distribution. 


Killed Mountain Lion 

Alberta Man Had Narrow Escape 
, When Beast Charged 

What is presumed to be a moun¬ 
tain lion was killed the other day by 
Napoleon Whitford near McRae, 20 
miles north of Ashmont, Alta. 

The animal has short hair and of 
a light reddish brown color. The 
body measures close to five feet to 
length with a tail about two and a 
half feet long. The skin when 
stretched measured eight feet from 
tip to tip. 

The animal was killed with a .22 
calibre rifle, five shots being fired be¬ 
fore the lion was stopped. The first 
four shots merely glanced off the 
beast’s head, partly stunning It. It 
had turned on Mr. Whitford and was 
charging down on him when it was 
dropped by a bullet in a vital spot 
just behind the ear. 

A three-year-old steer which was 
killed in the vicinity the previous 
night is believed to have been 
slaughtered by the lion. Tracks of 
four other animals, similar to the 
ones made by this one, have been 
seen In the same locality. 

According to the oldest Indian 
in Ashmont, a mountain lion has 
never before been known to visit this 
part of the country.

The committee is to make a thor¬ 
ough study of the causes, effects, and 
remedies of the soil-drift menace, 
which has worried Alberta fanners 
to recent years, and will make recom¬ 
mendations to the minister, advising 
methods for dealing with the situa¬ 
tion.

In England To Be Thirty 
Miles Per Hour 

A maximum speed of 30 miles an 
hour for all vehicles In England after 
March 18 was ordered by the govern¬ 
ment recently. 

In addition, city traffic measures 
now to effect In London for the pro¬ 
tection of pedestrians wiU be extend¬ 
ed to the rest of the country.

A Mr. Pelletier, living near 
the lake, received a message 
from the section horse asking 
him to go over with his team 
and bring in the marooned peo¬ 
ple. By this time Capt. Higgins 
and his party had arrived from 
the west, and after a consulta¬ 
tion, he with h ; s party decided 
to come in the sleigh, leaving 
two men in charge, and also told 
the others to come in. Blain. 
VanlJuzee and Jacques, Grey¬ 
hound bus driver, who had also 
become stalled in a small bus, 
decided to try and get back un¬ 
der their own power, so Pelletier 
came into Coleman. After re¬ 
port in r by telephone to the po¬ 
lice he was ordered to go out 
an J bring in the people still out 
there. Blain and VanDuzee sub- 
saquently came in, while the re¬ 
lief men left in charge of the 
truck walked in, as also did 
Constables Foster and Bird, af¬

Trying Out Welded Rails 

Experiment Being Made In Germany 
By State Railway 
Welded rails are being used in tests 
being made by the German State 
Railway to determine whether they 
can be used at high rates of speed 
and whether they cause any bad 
effects to the trains. A trial rail¬ 
road line has been constructed Of 
welded rails, each approximately 98 
feet long and so connected that there 
are practically no joints. An express 
train, without passengers, will 
driven over this line until a mileage 
of about 62,500 is attained. These 
tests are to last about three months 
with 10 trips being made each day 
at a speed of from 75 to 95 miles 
an hour.

Largest liners Forced To Slacken 
Speed In Heavy Sea 
Even the largest ocean liners have 
to slow down when they are sailing, 
Into a heavy sea In a gale. Although 
the huge steamers take the waves 
well and dig right Into the rollers, 
the skippers know their vessels will 
not stand the strain at full speed. 
That Is why so many ships are a day 
or more late when they have to face 
a storm on the ocean. Naturally the 
companies do not want their boats 
broken up and the orders are to ease 
up on the speed when it is necessary. 

On one occasion a year or so ago 
one of the large liners turned about 
in mid-ocean to speed to the rescue 
of a vessel In distress. But even 
under those circumstances the cap¬ 
tain could not let his steamer go at 
full speed.

Tests of a novel diving suit for sav¬ 
ing drowning persons, just completed 
in the lake at Geneva, Switzerland, 
reported to have been successful.

THE ELECTRON 

(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 

Electricity la one of man's most 
useful servants and has added much 
to our bodily comforts. Some years 
ago scientists began to wonder as to 
the nature of electricity. It Is only 
within the last thirty years that the 
electron theory has been developed. 
In 1891, a scientist, G. Johnstone 
Stoney, suggested the name electron 
for the natural unit of electricity. The 
modem scientist believes that nega¬ 
tive electricity consists of electrons 
and it has been shown that It takes 
1845 electrons to weigh as much as 
one hydrogen atom. It is usually con¬ 
sidered by scientists that matter is 
granular and electrical in nature. 
There is very convincing evidence to 
prove that the hydrogen atom is 
made up of one positive electron 
called a proton and one negative 
electron, which la usually called the 
electron. 

What is called an electric current 
Is now believed to be simply a flow 
of electrons through a wire; and It is 
considered that good conductors of 
electricity such as gold, silver and 
copper, have a good many electrons 
loosely held. In the case of non¬ 
conductors, It seems that there are 
few free electrons. 

When a glass rod is rubbed with 
silk, the negative charge taken on by 
the silk is due to the fact that some 
free electrons are rubbed off the 
glass; while the glass, having lost 
electrons, takes on a positive charge. 
In general, It Is assumed that a neu¬ 
tral body takes on a positive charge 
when it loses electrons, and a nega¬ 
tive charge when it gains electrons. 

Lightning can also be explained by 
means of the electron theory. Elec¬ 
trons, or charged molecules of air, 
serve as nuclei around which mois-

Bridge In 1879 

There have been a few outstand¬ 
ing tragedies in the world's history 
which have photographed themselves 
on men's minds so that neither time 
nor circumstances seem able 
obliterate them. The Lisbon earth¬ 
quake, the last day of Pompeii, the 
loss of the Titanic, these are 
stances of them. What happened this 
night In 1879 is yet another. 

It is one of those stories which are 
quickly told yet leave much to the 
Imagination. The necessary facts to 
bring it to the mind, to conjure up 
the horror of it, are few indeed. We 
need only to know that in 1878 the 
first great bridge over the River Tay, 
In Scotland, was built. It was nearly 
two miles long, had 84 spans, and 
was 90 feet high. One of the won¬ 
ders of the world at that time, it was 
destined to stand but a few months. 
As this night in 1879 the sun went 
down in a wreck of scattered clouds. 
There was a high wind which In¬ 
creased in velocity till it blew with 
tremendous force, sweeping up the 
river at incredible speed. 

In the blackness of that terrible 
night a train with its human freight 
rushed across the bridge, but never 
reached the other end. In an instant 
13 of the great spans were lifted 
bodily, swayed a moment over the 
black waters of the river, and then 
crashed with the train and all 
ere in it. 

Out of time into eternity they 
ent. The world shuddered. So, at 
that great price, was bought the 
knowledge whereby a stronger bridge 
was built.—Ottawa Journal, Dec. 28.
